RUSSIA'S GAME BLOCKED 


— 


PROBABLE RESTORATION OF PRINCE Al- 
EXANDER TO THE THRONE. 


The Captors of the Deposed Ruler Ordered 
to Convey Him to Sofia—Overthrow of the 
Provisional Government—Thyee of the 
New Ministers Imprisoned — Russia to 
Oppose Alexander’s Restoration — Glad- 
stone’s Trip to Germany-—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, August 25.—Every precaution is 
still being taken to prevent people or infor- 
mation leaving Buigaria, but the news is grad 
ually leaking out. It shows that the coup 
d’etat was not nearly so successful as hitherto 
believed. Alexander was deliberately kid- 
naped and is now on his way down the Dan- 
ube under a guard in hisown yacht. It is now 
known that a similar plut to kidnap him failed 
some time ago. The Provisional Government 
is also discovered to be, toa considerable ex- 
tent, afraud. A number of influential names 
are included init, the owners of which have 
been thrown into prison. The five principal 
garrisons in Bulgaria and the chiefs of militia 
have declared for Prince Alexander. A depu- 
tation is following to assure bim of the support 
ofthe people. The excitement caused here by 
the news has almost ceased,the Tories in office 
being as mute as mice, whereas they would 
have filled the country with roars if in the op- 
position. It is clearly seen to be impossible 
for England, at least at the present time, to 
take any active measures. 

THE STRIKING SENTENCE 

of Plunket’s speech last night deserves at- 
tention by itself. He said the Tories and 
Unionists were linked together for the pur- 
pose of maintaining a union of Parliament in 
England and Ireland. Curiously enough all 
the Liberal papers print the word in singular, 
while the Conservative papers let Plunket’s 


plural stand. This may be the 
first delicate hint of the Con- 
servative right about face. Parnell 


produced a strong impression by his moder- 
erate tone combined with the vigorous opin- 
ions of his speech last night. The gist of this 
was that the Irish people would not be bam- 
boozled in accepting crumbs in the 
way of harbors of refuge, fishery pliers 
and artificial attempts to stimulate Irish 
manufacture in place of their birthright of 
national self government. What the Irish 
people wanted, he said, was to help them- 
selves, an unintentional bull which created 
much laughter. The Commons last night 
witnessed a scene of one of the most miserable 
attempts to jockey a political opponent ever 
seen for many years. Churchill’s latest trick 
in an unconstitutional way I described 
last Saturday. The Government acting on his 
initiative did not producea policy until after 
the Queen’s speech. Gladstone, having spoken 
on this, lost the right to sneak again on the 
same subject. Some debate on the Govern- 
ment’s startling policy being afterward intro 
daced, Gladstone naturally desired last 
night torefer toit. While speaking on Par- 
nell’s amendment Churchill rose to a point of 
order. The Speaker was compelled to sup- 
port him on technical grounds. The Liberal 
and Parnellite sides of the House were highly 
indignant at 
THESE CONTEMPTIBLE TACTICS. 

At last Gladstone, bowing to the Speaker’s 
ruling, threw himself on the indulgence of 
the House and asked to be allowed to 
proceed out of order which, of 
course, was granted by acclamation. 
Several of the ministers now speak ofthe 
House rising by the middle of September. 
Gladstone left Charing Cross this morning en 
route for Bavaria, where he takes a short boli- 
day, which he is supposed to need. A8 J 
watched him, the center of a large group of 
friends, who came to bid him ‘‘bon voyage, 
I cannot honestly say that the 
holiday seemed much wanted. Never saw him 
in more exuberant spirits as he dashed from 
one friend to another, smiling an aside to his 
wife, who was in her usual dowdy black gown 
and conventional veil, giving instructions to 


his private secretary, Carmichael; joking 
to Master Herbert, who looked as 
if he had spent a long vigil, 


or dashing into the saloon carriage where his 
daughter in a siate-gray traveling costume 
was getting the wraps and rugs ready. Then 
he turned to John Morley and talked to 
him afew minutesaside. He probably was 
WHISPERING SOME STATE SECRETS, 

as the ex-Chief Secretary was looking yery 
serious. Gladstone in a frock coat and tall 
hat and Gladstone off for a holiaay are two 
different persons. Picture him in a loose- 
fitting gray tourist’s suit, a soft cap of the 
same material, ‘glasses dangling round his 
neck, agrey shawl flung carelessly over his 


shoulders, in tremendous form, with 
a“ laugh and hand-shake for 
everybody, without a symptom 
of wear or tear of his recent labors. A large 


number of policemen, drawn up en cordon, 
was the only evidence present that so greata 
celebrity was about going on ajourney. When 
the train moved off, every one cheered the 
grand old man who put his face out of the 
window and laughed his acknowledgments. 


Bulgaria. 


THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT OVERTHROWN. 
Sorta, August 25.—The Provisional Govern- 
ment created by the revolutionists has been 
overthrown. M. Clement, M. Groueff gand M. 
Zankoff, three of its members, have been ar- 
rested and thrown into prison, and the old 
ministry reinstated. The deception practiced 
upon them by the circulation of the reportithat 
Prince Alexander voluntarily abdicated has 
exasperated the troops and civilians alike, 
andthe revulsion of popular feeling in favor 
ot the deposed ruler is as general as it is in- 
tense. A deputation has started out to find 
the Prince and assure him of the loyalty of 
the Bulgarian people and army, and to en- 
deavor to persuade him to return. 
SALISBURY SUMMONED TO LONDON. 

Lonpon, August 25.—The Government has 
received a number of important dispatches 
fromthe East, and the Marquis of Salisbury 
has been requested by telegraph to return to 
London immediately. 

BRING BACK THE PRINCE. 
BUCHAREST, August 25.—The commander of 
the yacht on which it has been stated Prince 
Alexander is kept prisoner, has telegraphed 
from Reni, in Bessarabia, to Sofia asking for 
instructions; he received orders to convey the 
Prince back to Sofia. 

Dispatches trom Widdin state that the coun- 
ter - revolution has been successful. 
: EASTERN ROUMELIA LOYAL. 
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PRILIPPOPOLIS, August 25,—The sews of 


Prince Alexander’s deposition provoked great | 


indignation here among the citizens and sol- 
diers. A mass-meeting was at once held 
in which both soldiers and _ citi- 
zens participated. The meeting adopted 
resolutions affirming the loyalty of Eastern 
Roumeliato Prince Alexander. During the 
night processions marched through 
the streets shouting: Long liv 

Prince Alexander. Col. Montkouroff, 
commander of the Eastern Roumelian troops, 
Das issued a proclamation summoning pa- 
triots to defend the honor of Prince Alexander 
and Bulgaria.’’ Soldiers everywhere through - 
out Roumelia are declaring for Alexander, 
but so far there has been no disorder. 

RUSSIAN INTERVENTION NECESSARY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, August 25.—Both the No- 
vosti and the Viedomosti (newspapers) agree 
that the state of anarchy existing in Bulgaria 
has rendered Russian intervention more neces- 
sary in order to prevent its spread to the whole 
Balkan peninsula. The Viedomosti says: 
We donot advocate the occupation of Bul- 
garia by Russia. That is not worth the fresh 
bloodshed it would entail.’’ 

4 ANOTHER RUMOR. 

It is announced here that Prince Alexander 
arrived at Reni yesterday, that he immedi- 
ately proceeded to Austria by way of Volotshi 
and that he was in no wise a prisoner. 

BOYCOTTING THE OUTSIDE WORLD. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 25.—All commun! 
cations between, Turkey and Bulgaria have 
been stopped. The Captain of a steamer ply- 
ing to Varna has refused to take any more 
passengers there. A Russian steamer 
which had arrived at Burgas from Odessa 
has been forbidden to ship either passengers 
or provisions. Travel across Bulgaria, on the 
railway from Rustchuk on the Danube to 
Varna, on the Black Sea, has been sus- 
pended dy order of the Karave- 
lett Provisional Government, which has also 
forbidden all travel in the interior of Bulgaria, 
No person is permitted to leave Bulgarian 


territory. M. Nelidoff, Russian Ambassador 
at Constantinople, is said to have been 


the only person who received dispatches from 
Bulgaria during the coup d’etat. The Porte 
itis presumed will take no action until in- 
structed bythe powers. The inscriptions it 
is thought will be received by Saturday next. 
Five batteries of artilléry and squadrons of 
cavalry have been ordered to proceed from 
Philippopolis to Sofia. 
RUSSIA TO INTERFERE. 

Diplomats believe that Russia will not per- 
mit Alexander to return to Bulgaria, even if 
the counter-revolutionist troops be 
successful in his favor. Russia will 
rather, the diplomats argue, insist 
that the Bulgarian Assembly shall 
choose anewruler. The powers undonbtedly 
desire to localize the question, but a demand 
upon the Czarto allow the return of Alexan- 
der, might result in making the whole matter 
an international affair.

MOBBED THE CARS. 


ATTEMPT OF THE STRIKERS TO PREVENT 
THE RESUMPTION OF TRABFIO, 


Scenes of Violence in the Streets of New 
York— Capt. Williams and His Squad 
Club and Disperse the Mob—Further 
Trouble Feared—A Few Cars Running— 
Labor News. 


New Tonk. August 25.—Cars will de run to- 
day over the Broadway main line, that de- 
cision having been arrived at yesterday after- 
noon by the managers of the Broadway road. 
No attempt will be made to run cars over the 
University Place or Seventh Avenue branches. 
Serious trouble is anticipated when the new 
drivers and conductors attempt to take 
out their cars. To avoid this, if pos- 
sible, the police authorities have made 
arrangements to have all the re- 
serves massed near the stables and scat- 
tered along Broadway as far as Bowling Green, 


so that suc rotection as is possible will be 
afforded. 2 chief trouble is expected 
between Thirty-fourth street and the stables, 
where the strikers and their friends living in 
the vicinity, and who make up one of the 
toughest crowds in New York, congregate. 
They have threatened to kill any one who at- 
tempts to run out a car. Capt. Killilea said he 
expected that with the assistance furnished 
him from headquarters the police would 
probably be able to prevent any riot. 
ALL QUIET, 

It was far advanced into the early hours of 
to-day when District Assembly No. 45 decided 
not to ‘‘tie up’’ the cross-town cars 
on Forty-second street. The headquar- 
ters 0 the assembly was open 
throughout the night. The men on strike 
gay that the tie-up of the Lroadway and 
Seventh Avenue lines will be short lived, or 
that there willbe a general tie up. Master 
Workman John Maguire has retired tempo- 
rarily from the direction of the assembly ow- 
ing to sickness. 

At 6 o’clock this morning, nearly 800 police- 
men were marched to the stables of the Broad- 
way Line, and dispersed the men who had 
gathered on theadjacent corners. Police and 
people were good-natured, and there was no 
trouble. No men have yet applied, so far as 
could be learned, for the places vacated by 
the strikers. Up till 11 a. m. all was quiet. 
The 5 of the police, however, is be- 
lieved to mean that an attempt will be made to 
run outa car. 

STARTING THE CARS. 

At 10:37 a. m. car No. 158, in charge of Driver 
Wickiesee and Conductor Smith, rolled out of 
the depot and started on its trip down town. 
A yell arose from the loungers on Seventh av- 
enue and men began to pour in from the side 
streets and the neighboring saloons, untilina 
few moments a mob of excited men filled the 
wide avenue and started utter the car. The 
car went along for about six blocks easterly 
with an occasional stone, until the Broad- 
way switch was reached. Here an effort 
was made to derail the car by 
placing a piece of wood in the switch. This 
proved,unsuccessful, but a few moments later 
a collision occurred at Forty-second street 
with a car of the Forty-second Street and 
Boulevard Line. The two cars came together 
with great force but no injury beyond a shak- 
ing up occurred. The mob hooted and jeered 
the driver and several stones were thrown 
against the car. 

THE POLICE CHARGED THE CROWD 
and dispersed them for a moment. Inthe at 
tempt to get away the glass door of a large 


wine store was sinashed, Furth on the mob 
again, appeared and overturned a large 
dry gvods truck on tae track. 
This the police lifted by main force from 


the track and the car proccede on its way 
amid the yells and derisive hootings of the 
crowd. Stones and brick were again thrown 
aguinet the car siagashing a ventilator. Atthe

PARSONS AND POWDERLY. 


The Convicted Anarchist Replies to the 
Master Workman’s Speech. 


CHICAGO, August 25.—The late speech of T. 
v. Powderly, General Master Workman of the 
Knights of Labor, denouncing anarchy, has 
evoked a reply from A. R. Parsons, ono of the 
convicted anarchists, which was sent as an 
open letter from his cell in jail last night. He 
challenges Powderly to find a man 
who oan truthfully say that he (Par- 
sons), as a Socialist or as an anarch- 
ist, ever advocated or countenanced the 


destruction of liſe and property. Parson’s let- 
ter says: The foundation principle of So- 
cialisim or anarchy is the same as that of the 
Knights of Lubor, viz.: ‘The abolition of the 
wage system’ and the substitution in its stead 
of the industrial system of universal co-opera- 
tion, making every capitalist a laborer and 
every laborer a capitalist, ending forever the 
sondios of classes and the inevitable antag- 
onism of the wage-siave system. Instead of 
advising the use of force Parsons claims that 
he has always only ‘‘predicted’’ a social re- 
volt of the work-people against the force sys- 
tem. 


Suspended Knights Restored. 


CuIcaGo, August 25.—General Lecturer Carl- 
ton of Boston, Worthy Foreman Griffiths, 
George A. Schilling, George Rodgers, and one 
ortwo other local lights of the Knights of 


Labor held a secret session in the Briggs 
House this morning. Its object was the set- 
tlement of the dispute over the suspension of 
Local Assemblies Nos. 1,027 and 2,309 by Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 24. These ocals 
were cut off by District Mas- 
ter Workman Murphy for insubordination 
relative to the action of the District Assembly 
last July in denouncing anarchists, and call- 
ing for their expulsion from the order.

THE YACHT RACE, 


The Mayflower Again Takes the Lead— 
Cloudy Weather and Dead Wind. 


SAND Hook, N. J., August 25, 8:46 a. m.—To- 
day was the one fixed upon for the third trfal 
race between the Puritan, Mayflower, Pris- 
cilla and Atlantic, the skippers of which are 
competing for the honor of defending the 
America’s cup against Lieut. Henn’s English 
cutter Galatea, in the international contest, 
but owing to the light wind of Monday, which 
was the day set forthe second trial race, that 
event will be sailed again to-day. The course 
for to-day’s race will be fifteen miles instead 
of the regular twenty miles of the New York 
Yacht Club, the committee hay- 
ing come to that decision upon the 


night of the drifting match. This morning 
opened with a northeasterly breeze and a 
heavy cross sea 1 the beach. A 
better breeze could not have been hoped for 
and it is just what the big sloops have been 
wanting. There are clouds that mean wind, 
moving rapidly through the air from the 
northeast. The velocity of the wind at 8:45 
O' clock was about fifteen miles an hour, and it 
seems to be increasing. All the indica- 
tions point to an excellent day. In the 
early morning a ry fo mist rolled up from the 
ocean, but it soon lifted. Few yachts were in 
the Horse Shoe this morning, most of the sail- 
ing craft being in the upper bay.

THE FIRST NATIONAL CONVENTION OF THE 
CHURCH OPENED TO-DAY, 


Representatives of the Denomination from 
All Parts of the Country Meeting to Dis- 
cuss the Advancement of the Race and 
Creed—Permanent Organization Effected

Dr. Munford and Judge Philips Working for 
the Congressional Nomination.

Kansas City, Mo., August 25.—The Demo- 
cratic Convention of the Fifth Congressional 
District is in session this afternoon at the new 
Turner Hall, in this city. They have 
only met a few minutes and have 
hardly organized, The morning was spent 
in holding caucusses at the St. James Hotel. 
About 10 o’clock the Jackson County delegates 
met. There was a fair attendance, most of 
the delegates being present. It was 
expected that some communication 
would be received from Dr. Munford, 
one of the candidates, but nothing came. 
Some ofthe delegates cxpressed themselves 
in favor of Munford, while others, who con- 
stituted a majority, were in favor of Judge 
Philips. The Johnson Oounty delegates 
held a caucus and declared themselves 
almost to a man in favor ot Philips. It was 
more difficult to discover how Lafayette 


stood, although many of the _ dele- 
ates declared themselves in iavor of 
hilips. 8. ° Roberts, 4 : 
fayette Coun Delegate, said that 


the delegates had been in caucus for several 
hours and Philips seemed to be the popular 
man. There were some Munford men anda 
few scattering. By noon the meetings broke 
up and the delegates went to dinner. 
At half-past 1 Turner Hall was 
well filled with delegates and visitors, and the 
convention will be a mostspirited one. The 
district includes Jackson, Johnson and Lafay- 
ette Counties, the first county having four 
sub-districts. There are fifty-seven delegates 
in the convention. 

For the past few days the henchmen of the 
various candidates have been holding private 
meetings, and have been arranging matters to 
suit themselves. It was generally believed 
that the convention would bea cut and dried 


affair, and the action of the dele- 
gates to-day certainly indicates that 
such was the case. There were 


three prominent candidates in the fleld, viz.: 
Dr. Morrison Munford of the Kansas City 
Times; J. H. Taylor of Independence, and 
Judge Philips of the Court of Appeals, Kansas 
City.

Munford’s supporters felta little de- 
pressed this morning, they having found that 
the country delegates were not so enthusias- 
tically in favor of their candidate as they were 
led to believe. 

Judge Philips shows a stronger following 
than he was given eredit for, while it 
has been generally understood, through- 
out the canvass, that there was 
only one candidate, ‘‘Mr. Taylor,’’ who 
openly declared his purpose. It was known 
that others were making a quiet canvass, #0 as 
to be in position to retire at any momeut, 
The friends of Judge Philips urged him 
to place his name before the con- 
vention yesterday, and he consented 
to do so.

BLAINE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. BLAIxn's lengthy speech delivered 
at Sebago Lake is characteristic in its 
cleverness and brilliancy, not less than in 
its gilded sophistry. 

Beginning with the tariff, the speaker 
repeats what he has often said before 
and misstates the issue with studious cun- 
‘hing. Mr. BIA bases his argument on 
the assumption that the present tariff 
fight is between a free-trade party anda 
high-protective-tariff party. There is no 
free-trade party in this country. The 
Democratic party contends for a revision 
and readjustment of the tariff on a basis 
of larger justice to the consumers. Mr. 
BLAINE has too much ability to believe his 
own statements on the tariff question, 
though, from the mere force of associa- 
tion, he may have acquired the habit of 
looking upon the manufacturers as the 
real American people. 

His remarks on the labor question are 
not more worthy of special consideration. 
They are drawn out to great length to 
prove that the laborer will get all he 
wants by voting the Republican ticket. 

The wretched foreign policy of the pres- 
ent Administration presents many vul- 
nerable points, and Mr. BLAINE uses these 
for all that they are worth; but even here 
his cleverness overreaches itself, and he 
goes too far and says too much. He con- 
tends for a tail-twisting policy when the 
Canadian fisheries are involved, and a tail- 
tucking policy in our quarrels with Mexico. 
In his opposition to a firm or aggressive 
attitude toward Mexico he voices a tra- 
ditional sentiment of the Northeastern 
section of the country, which, for political 
and sectional reasons, has always opposed 
the extension of the United Statesina 
southwesterly direction. If this narrow 
and provincial sentiment had prevailed 
forty years ago the Mexican flag would be 
still floating over a magnificent domain 
which is to-day a part of the United States. 

What Mr. BLAINE had to say about Pro- 
hibition was awaited with particular 
interest, but a careful perusal of his re- 
marks on this growing question shows 
that he deals with it solely as a local issue 
and in its relation tothe State of Maine. 
Within that circumscribed field, he de- 
clares that the Republican party is com- 
mitted to Prohibition, and that there is 
no need of a distinct Prohibition party. 
Mr. BLAINE is studiously silent about the 
matter as a national issue; but if he 
should again come before the public as a 
Presidential aspirant he will not be al- 
lowed thus to dodge the very important 
question of constitutional prohibition. 

The speech, viewed in its entirety, is 
clever and plausible, and may be regarded 
asa formal inauguration of the Blaine 
boom.

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EXIT CUTTING. 


Mr. CUTTING has signalized his release 
by a bombastic proclamation to the Amer- 
ican people, based on the mistaken as- 
sumption that he is somehow a National 
character, his mistake being the very 
natural mistake of supposing that it was 
his personality which lent importance to 
the case, instead of the case lending im- 
portance to him. 

Instead of accepting his effusive thanks 
the American people are more apt to vote 
him a nuisance and request him to 
subside. When he was living in 
the Republic of Mexico and en- 
gaged in the _ forlorn business of 
newspaper publishing he had his choice of 
two alternatives, either to respect the 
laws of the country or to leave it. His 
citizenship was the cause of an unwelcome 
and undesired disturbance, merely be- 
cause he first violated the crazy laws of 
Mexico, and when he was released from 
punishment violated the terms on which 
he obtained his release. His conduct has 
been neither honest nor honorable, and 
he may rest assured that if he ever runs 
afoul of Mexican law again, the Govern- 
ment of his native country will be very 
cautious in its efforts to protect him from 
the consequences of his own folly.

A COUNTER REVOLUTION.

The action of the Postmaster-General in 
making a new contract with the Pacific Mail 
Company for transportation of the mails to 
Asiatic and Australasian countries shows con- 
clusively how selfish these people were in 
their effort to get the subsidy voted by Con- 
gress; and it also shows that the Postmaster- 
General was right last year when he refused, 
in the exercise of discretion conferred upon 
him, to pay the $400,000 which had already 
been voted the new contract as made upon the 
same terms as the old one, namely, the whole 
of the sea and inland postage on the 
mails carried. As the Australasian coun- 
tries are not in the Postal Union, 
the returns from matter sent to these coun- 
tries are comparatively large and ought to be 
sufficient to satisfy even the cupidity of a cor- 
poration. The Pacific Mail people and the 
newspapers which represent them madea 
great deai of noise because of the action of 
the Postmaster-General, but they have wisely 
concluded that a half loaf is better than no 
bread,’’ and will hereafter take what they can 
get. They had fondly imagined that the Gov- 
ernment would be seriously crippled in the 
carrying of the mails unless this subsidy was 
paid and the old contract thus renewed; but 
the Postmaster-General succeeded in making 
very favorable arrangements with othercarry- 
ing companies and thus the inordinate pride 
of the Pacific Mail was duly humbled. This 
corporation may not have as much money 
now asit might have had, but its managers 
will certainly know more.

They have the land, which is now in fine con:

The people ask that an account be kept of 
everything furnished them and when able 
they will return the same or pay for it. 

Texas cities are doing what they can. but

visions free of charge as the need is pressing. 
and if they have seed furnished it must

An Eastern Watering Place Frequented by 
St. Louisans—Its Attractions. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 

BLocK ISLAND, August 22, 1886.—Now I 
am going to tell you how to spend the 
summer ‘‘atsea’’ and yet be in daily com- 
munication with the busy world. 

Imagine a beautiful island, seven miles long 
and three miles wide; a fair green island, 
dropped in the sea, fifteen miles from land—a 
most romantic spot, whose one shore presents 
to the ocean a high bluff overlooking the 
waves at a height of nearly two hundred feet, 
and whose surface is a series of gently undu- 
lating prairie-like rolls of terraces, gradually 
descending until at the farther shore it sinks 
to the water’s edge and sheives into the sea, 
leaving a smooth sandy beach of miles in 
extent upon which the waves gently roll end 
murmur. 

The ocean stretches before the eye of the 
touristin every direction, and the ceaseless 
panorama of passing sailand steam vessels is 
a constant source of unwéarying pleasure to 
both old and young.

FLOOD EXPERIENCES. 


How St. Louisans in Galveston Survive the 
Tidal Wave, and Swim for Provisions. 


A private letter received from E. H. Gorse, 
formerly of St. Louis, now R. G. Dun &Co.’s 
manager at Galveston, tells some experiences 
on Lafitte’s Island that the dispatches since 
the flood have not dealt with. He says: ‘‘By 
the time this reaches you I suppose you will 
have read of the great flood we have had 


here. We are still in existence though with 
somewhat dampened ardor. Night before last 
the wind began to blow great guns. We were 


up all night feeling somewhat nervous. 
zy morning our yard was filled with 
water from the Gulf and by 9 o’clock 


it was 4 feet deep inthe yard and 2 feet deep 
below the floor. Our house stands higher 
than those around us, and we had a num 
ber of neighbors who were drowned out 
come to us fo refuge. Provisions running 
out weswamtothe grocery store two blocks 
away and managed to get back with a 
raft and sufficient food to last a couple 
of days. By some mysterious  provi- 
dential interposition, if there is such 
a thing. an opossum came on our gallery, 
swam there. 
it. Wehad a good dinner then. The water 
receded leaving the town dilapidated in ap- 
earance and loserof thousands of dollars. 
elegraph lines are all down, railroad com- 
munication cut off, and although we losta 


great deal I am right side up with care. 
J. Farrow Hancock, salesman for 
the Collier Company, St. Louis, has 


deen here for a couple of days and can- 
not get * He thinks Galveston a 
fine place for ducks. suppose that 
to-day provisions will go up so that none 
but the rich can eat. I paid 15 cents for 
a loaf of stale bread and basket of kitchen 
trifles came to 4.25. Such is life in Galveston, 
but what would life be without some fun like 
this? Thank Fortune, though, Galveston has 
her streets and alleys cleaned out, We may 
be happy yet.

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THE COWBOY’S WORK 


AND THE HERDS OF CATTLE THAT ROAM 
THE PLAINS. 


Why Fences Are Not Wanted—The Drifting 
of Cattle in a Snow-Storm—Methods of 
Marking—Hard Work for the Cowboys. 


Fort Laramie Correspondence New York Sun. 

Cowboys are talked about in the newspapers 
as often as sea serpents, and with about as 
much accuracy. The real cowboy, if he is not 
quite so romantic an object asthe cowboy of 
fiction, is certainly amore useful member of 
society. Few people in the East seemto know 
what a cowboy’s work really is. 

Cattle roam freely all over the prairie States 
which make up the cow country. There area 
great many large ranges under fence, but 


these are, after all, only as specks 
on the great open sea of rolling 
grass. Each stock owner marks 


his cattle by branding them, and also by clip- 
ping their ears in various shapes and cutting 
what are known as ‘‘wattles’’ ontheir dew- 
laps. Ali of these combinations are registered 


bythe State stock associations, just as the 
Federal Government reyisters trade marks; so 
that, if you see a steer with three horseshoes 
side by side branded on his left shoulder, and 
the lett ear cropped, and the right ear sharp- 
ened you have only to look in the brand book 
to see that ne belongs, say, to the Anglo- 
American Land and Cattle Company. 

These cattle have all to be gathered by their 
Owners every summer in order that the steers 
ready for the market may be selected and 
driven to the nearest railway for shipment to 
Chicago, aud that the spring calves may be 
marked before they are old enough to leave 
their mothers and thus be left without means 
of identification. When one learns that the 
winter storms sometimes drift cattle hundreds 
of miles away from the home range, it seems 
asif it would be almost impossible for the 
owners to recover them. And so it would if it 
were not for the system of ‘‘rounding up,’’ or 
co-operation among the owners in collecting 
their stock. Every owner of any importance 
belongs to the stock association of his State. 
If he does not, he has to keep his cattle 
fenced, and this is not only a great expense to 
him—for afence requires constant watching 
and repair—but itis aiso a positive source of 
loss unless he supplements his pasture sys- 
tem bythe stall-feeding system, which has 
not yet been found profitable. For in the snow 
storms the cattie will keep drifting in the di- 
rection of the storm in order not to have the 
driving snow in their faces, and, if they are 
stopped by the barbed wire on the leeward 
side of the pasture, they will stay right 
there, often until the young stock and weaker 
* the cows die from hunger and expos- 
ure. Where they are not fenced they will keep 
on drifting till they find sheiter in some canon 
or under the lee of a hill, and manage to live 
on what grass they can get through the snow. 

Each State is divided into ‘‘round-up’’ sec- 
tions. In each of these sections there will be 
perhaps some ten or twenty ‘‘outfits.’’ The 
foreman of one of these outfits is appointed 
general foreman of his round-up by the stock 
association, and the foremen and riders of the 
other outfits in that section haveto obey his 
orders during the general round-up, whiea is 
conducted under the regulations of the stock 
association. Each of the outtits in the section 
sends a wagon and all their riders, sometimes 
oniy six or seven in number, and sometimes 
—in large outitsa—as many as twenty to the 
round-up. 

These wagons carry the ‘‘bucks’’’ beds and 
provisions for the expedition, and each wagon 
has with it the boss of the ontfit, a cook and 
two horse herders, called the ‘‘day wrangler’’ 
andthe ‘‘night wrangler. These two men 
have to look after the bunch of cow ponies, 
of which each rider has a ‘‘string’’ of from 
half a dozen to a dozen. These ponies ure 
ridden in rotation, and those not in use are 
herded by wranglers near the Wagon while 
they rest and graze. The round-up ‘**works’’ 
the whole of the country comprised in its sec- 
tion, and inthe course of general round-up 
every acre of land in the whole great expanse 
of the cow country is searched 
and the cattie are gathered from it. 
The round-up works along the streams, and 
the wagons always camp on the bank of a 
creek. Early in the morning—sometimes, 
when the dav’s work isa heavy one, long be- 
fore dayligut—all the riders, perhaps 100 or 150 
men, gather at the round-up boss's wagon. 
He starts along the creek with his little army, 
and at intervals sends off littie ‘‘mobs’’ of 
halt a dozen men, who spread out to the right 
and left ot the creek. At the end of the morn- 
ing’s ‘‘circle of ridings,’’ these riders meet at 
a designated spot on the creek called the 
‘‘round-up ground, some five or ten miles 
from where they started. To the round-up 
ground they drive all ofthe cattle they have 
gathered, and here the horse wranglers, who 
bave driven the ponies to the round-up 
ground, are waiting for the boys to take fresh 
mounts. 

As soon as all the men have come in from 
‘‘circle,’’ and changed horses, the work of 
‘‘cutting’’ the cattie, or dividing them ac- 
cording to the marks on them, begins. There 
are perhaps 20,000 cattie in ali. These 
the foreman orders roughly divided into per- 
haps half a dozen bunches. Then each bunch 
is taken charge of by the boss and riders of 
one of the outfits. The men dispose them- 
selves in a circle around the bunch, and the 
boss then rides slowly into the surging mass 
of affrighted cattle. When he sees a cow with 
one of the brands belonging to his outfit on 
her he looks to see whether she has a caif with 
her. If she has not he leaves her for the 

resent, but if she has he rides slowly toward 
her, and as she pushes her way through the 
other cattie he keeps close at her heels, and 
always between her and the center of the 
bunch, until she reaches its outeredge. Her 
instinct is to try to hidé from him among the 
other cattle, and when she finds herself on the 
outside she makes a desperate effort to dodge 

ast him into the center of the bunch. But 

is active, clever little horse turns and twists 
about with far more than the dexterity of a 
polo pony, and when she finally recognizes 
that it is hopeless to make any further strug- 
gic she makes a break away {from 
the bunch, her calif with her. As 
soon as she is fairly clear of the bunch the boss 
rides back into it and leaves ber and her caif 
to one of the riders posted on the outside,who 
adroitly slips in behind her and runs her off 
about a hundred yards to where a man is 

osted to hold the cut, or take charge of 

he cattie sent out to him by the boys. Phen 
the next cow and calf are cut out that cow sees 
the first one and runs to her with the cow 
instinct of uniting when alarmed. As soon as 
half a dozen of them are collected in the cut 
they are quite easy to huld, and so the work 
proceeds until ail of the cows 
with calves belonging to that out- 
fit are out of the bunch. Then the 
‘‘representatives’’ ride into the bunch? 
These representatives, of whom each wagon 
on the round-up usually has two or three, are 
riders sent from various outfits in adjacent 
round-up sections to drive home such of their 
cattle as bave strayed off their own section 
during the winter. Therepresentatives throw 
their stock right into the cut with the outfits, 
and then the cut is moved on to the next 
bunch and that worked in the same way, 
while another outfit take charge of the bunch 
just left. When all the outfits have cut their 
cows and calves they work the bunches «a 
second time for the dry stock—bulls, steers, 
heifers and dry caives. The object of making 
two jobs of it is to diminish the chance af any 
boss running off with calves not his. 

At the end of the morning’s work all of the 
cattie are in the various outfits’ cuts, except 
those which are on the range of their owners; 
that is to say, in immediate vicinity of their 
ranches. The various cuts are then thrown 
into one large herd, which is called the gen- 
eral cavvy, and the stock left in the bunches 
are driven off toward where the round-up 
worked the day before, so that they may not 
again be worgced. Then the round-up 
into camp for dinner. The ‘‘cavvy’’ is left in 
charge of two or three men, rding to its 
size, who are detaiied by the general foreman 
to herd them for that day. The 
duty, with a brief relief to go into camp and 
eat, until nightfall. 
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—— the wagons are going to camp for the 
ght. 

Meanwhile the men on herd drive the cavvy 
on to this last camp-ground, and when the 
cuts from the second round-up are thrown 
into the berd the day’s work is over. At 
nightfall these herders are replaced by the 
first relief, who bed the cattle down b 
crowding them together and riding slow- 
ly around them, until, as it grows 
darker, the wearied herd lies down for the 
night. These men are ‘‘on’’ until 10 o’clock, 
when the second relief takes the herd until 
2 tz the third relief takes it until 2 
o’clock, and the last relief until men on the 
cavvy for the following day relieve them. 

In this way the work goes on until the herd 
becomes too cumbrous to drive from camp to 
camp, and then it is split up, and men from 
each outfit are detailed to drive its stock to the 
home range. At the end of the general round, 
up, Which lasts five or six weeks, each owner 
has bis cattle in his own range, and then 
the outfits are once more each under 
the orders of its own bess. Then 
each outfit rides over its own 
range, rounding up the stock and branding 
the calves. As soon as this is done the first 
‘*beef gatherer’’ begins, and when the outfit 
has rounded-up the home range for this pur- 
pose and driven the beef to the railway there 
area few days of rest for the men. Then come 
later and closer shipments of beef, and in De- 
cember the last work of the season, when the 
bulls are collected and put in a pasture, where 
they are kept until late in the following sum- 
mer. After the bulisare pastured the cow- 
boys are throw out of employment until May, 
except such of them as are retained to watch 
the pastures and take care of the various 
ranches. 


A TERRIBLE BLUNDER. 


Two Children Peisoned by a Self-Styled 
Physician. 


A man by the name of Carne, who claimed 
to bea physician, prescribed yesterday for 
the two children of Nicholas Nachtweih, living 
at 2612 South Second street. Carne 
was recommended to the family by Mrs. Rapp, 
aneighbor. The children were suffering from 
whooping-cough. Carne wrotea prescription 
which the nearest druggist refusea to prepare. 
The alleged doctor then went to another drug 
gist on Broadway who bad previousiy 
sold him medicine and bought an 
ounce of powdered cantharides. 
The drug is a powerful irritant and more fre- 
quently used to cause a blister than given in- 


ternailv. This powder he mixed with some 
blackberry brandy at the home 
of his patients and instructed their 
mother to ive them a teaspoonful 


each. One of the children, Hilda, is aged 22 
months. The other, Ella, is three years old. 
Both were thrown almost into spasims shortly 
after the dose. Dr. Thompson was called in 
and administered the proper antidotes. 

The older child is considered out of danger 
this morning, but the baby is still in a pre- 
carious condition. Complaint has been hled 
against Carne and the police are looking for 
him. He is said to have an office at the Green 
Tree Hotel, but he has not been seen there 
since last evening, when the mother of 
the children met him on the street and 
angrily told him the police were searching for 
him. Carne, who is about 70 years old, an- 
swers the description of aquack, who has 
been confidencing the women of that section 
of the city witha remedy which he claimed 
placed a check upon the too rapid growth of 
domestic responsibility. 

If the children do not die, Carne cannot be 
punished uniess he was drunk when he pre- 


scribed for them. In that event he 
would be guilty of culpabie negligence. 
If the children die it wii be 


a case of manslaughter, providing it was only 
a mistake or ignorance on his part; but if it 
can be shown that the dose was given willfully 
it would be murder if the children die anda 
case of attempted poisoning if they do not.

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THEY MUST NOT FIGHT. 


THE ULTIMATUM OF THE POLICE IN THE 
SULLIVAN-HEARLD CONTEST. 


The League Meeting at Chicago To-Day— 
Rumored Changes in the White Stocking

New YORK, August 25.—All the arrange- 
ments have been made for the Sullivan-Hearld 
fight, which is set down for Saturday after- 
noon in Schutzen Park, Union Hill, N. J., and 
in spite of reports to the contrary it is reason- 
ably certain to come off.

Chief of Police F. Short said there would be 
enough policemen on hand on Saturday to 
prevent any fight, but that the District Attor- 
ney bad advised the Sheriff of the county that 
a scientific match for points could not be in- 
terrupted. 


FOUGHT TO A FINISH. 


O’Leary Knocks Out Frank Mur- 
phy in Three Rounds. 


Frank Murphy from Pittsburg and Patsy 
O’Leary of Cincinnati fought to a finish near 
Cincinnati Monday night for apurse. The 
fight was with hard gloves, two ounce, WAS 
short and decisive. Several noted sports at- 
tended the meeting as wellasallthe fighters 
at present in Cincinnati. The Enquirer de- 


scribes the battle as follows: 

O'Leary wore the same old costume of white 
pants, with a black stripe down the sides, 
black stockings, canvas shoes, and a dark- 
green belt. It was the same costume he wore 
when he fought and defeated Ridge some 
weeks ago. He was in good shape, weighed 
119 pounds, which was three pounds less than 
he did in his last fight. He was seconded by

Murphy wore white tights, no stockings, a 
pair of rubber-soled slippers and an emerald- 
colored belt. He was fat and out of condition. 
He weighed 133 pounds, and was looked after 
by Jimmy Faulkner. 

The men sat in their corners with coats 
thrown over their shoulders while the purse 
was collected. Most of those present paid 8 
apiece. After this was gone through with the 
master of ceremonies announced that the 
fight would be to a finish with two-ounce 
gloves, Marquis of Queensberry rules to gov- 
ern. A politician of note acted as referee, and 
the St. Joe Kid time-keeper. O’Leary was 
smiling, and chatted with his friends, but 
Murphy sat in hiscorner looking straight at 
O’ Leary, his arms folded and seemingly sizing 
up his opponent. He looked determined, how- 
ever, while he was being sponged off by his 
second. 

It was exactly twelve minutes past 10 when 
the men were called tothe center of the ring 
to shake hands. Ten seconds later the St. Joe 
Kid called time for the first round. O' Leary 
began tospar for an opening, trying to see 
whathis opponent was made of. He finally led 
lightly with his left on Murphy's face. Mur- 

hy tried to get back at him witha left-hander, 

ut Patsy wastoo quick. Murphy shot out 
his left, but O Leary was too quick for him, 
and very cleverly got out of the way of the 
blow. O' Leary, aiter a second or two of 
sparring, smashed him full inthe face with 
his left and then with bis right. 
Blood now began totrickle out of Murphy's 
nose. O'Leary smiled and began to play with 
him, hitting him at will. After sparring for 
an opening O’Leary rushed in, hitting his man 
on the neck, face and in the stomach and ribs. 
They were sparring foran opening when time 
was called. 

Second Round—O’Leary came up smiling, 
but Murphy began to show the effects of pun- 
ishment received. He hit out savagely, but 
missed the mark, and in return received a 
hard punch inthe jaw. Patsy now sailed in to 
do his man up inshortorder. He hit him inthe 
mouth, drawing blood, and in the nose and 
neck. Murphy's face now began to puff up 
and he wasin bad condition. O’Leary could 
have knocked bim out then, as Murphy was 
groggy and could hardly stand on his feet, 
but he took pity on him and punched him five 
or six times in the ribs and stomach. Murphy 
was just able to hit O'Leary lightly on the 
breast when time was called. 

Third and last round—Murphy was groggy, 
but O’ Leary wae as fresh as when he entered 
the ring, and he hit Murphyintheneck. The 
blow did not knock him down, but it stag- 
gered him. He recovered himself and came up 
again. O’Leary then hit him inthe stomach 
and Murphy clinched with him. They separated, 
and O’Leary was covered with Murphy's 
blood. O' Leary kept hitting him in the face, 
finally giving him a terrible blow in the neck 
just as time was called. 

The blow knocked him out, for just as soon 
as he reached his corner he fell over in a faint 
and begantovomit. Faulkner did the best he 
could to bring his man to, but he was done 
for, and could not respond to the call of time. 
O’ Leary wasthen deciared the winner.

THE NEW BROOKLYN CLUB.

The Inaugural Meeting to Begin To-Morrow 
—The Inaugural Handicap. 

On Thursday (to-morrow) the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club will throw open its gates for the 
inaugural meeting, which will continue fifteen 
days, racing onalternate days with the Coney 
Island Jockey Club. The grounds of the new 
club are those tormerly occupied by the Pros- 
pect Park Fair Grounds Association, near 
Gravesend, and over whose track many great 


trotters have competed, but the improve 
ments made by aa new club will make the 
place unrecognizable to those who have 
watched the battles of the light harness horses. 

The track is a good one and will eventually 
become very fast, though during the first 
meeting it may be expected to be dusty. Itis 
a mile in circumference and very wide, es- 
pecially where the mile and an eighth races 
will be started from. Twenty horses can be 
started at this point without crowding. The 
track is thrown up on the outside, so that on 
the stretches there isa difference of fourteen 
inches between the outer edge and the rail, 
while on the upper and lower turns the differ- 
ence is thirty-six inches. This, it is thought, 
Will give the r ween an equal chunce 
with those h ng the rail. 

The grand stand, which is 420 feet long and 
has two tiers, will accommodate ten thousand 
people. It has been built with a view toinsure 
ventilation, and is so placed thatin the after- 
noon, during the racing, the sun will be at the 
back. The lawn is sloping, with a brick 
groundwork near the stand. At the right of 
the grand stand and facing the track is the 
club-house—a square, plain-looking building 
with a wide weranda. The secretary will 
occupy the lower floor of this building. The 
betting stand is an immense structure, 400 
by 200 feet in dimensions, and the stands 
of the bookmakers face the track. The stable 
accommodations are excellent, and when 
complete there will be room at the track for 
400 horses. Although work on the grounds js 
not yet completed it is thought that every- 
thing will be in readiness by the opening day. 
The inaugural handicap will be one ofthe 
big events of the meeting. It is for all ages.
